tedly coafider’d, which after the QUEEN, 
no body can anfwer for; and from a nume- 
rous and doubly difaffefted Party at home.

So, and no other way, the Abfurdity may be 
recongi}’d,and both Churches be in Danger. 

in Union, Love, Peace,..Charity, aod 
tmuteal Affiftance are natural Confequences ; 
and can thefe pull down any Church? 
Whenever. any. Patty attempts upon the 

‘other, the Union is broke; ’tisno moré-the 
thing; -and can no longer bear the Nathe. 

When the Union is broke, the Conftitution 
qoverthrown; for ane Link vf this Chain 
being: birsken, the whole Chain is render’d 
ufeleis:;, the Force of the whole depending 
upon the Continuity of its Parts; The 
Fundamental is deftroy'd, the Government 
Giffolved, and the whole Ifland becomes a 
Mob, one univerfal Kabble.
